Stars, or any other Science, are, as they appear to us, nei- 
ther ſo Great, or ſo Certain, as to make any Judicious Man 
Proud, Nor are they any cther, than what hath Flouriſhed in 
the Ages preceding. And, when They hate fully done their 
Errand, and ſhall diſappe-r ro the preſent Generation, They 
ſhall again in Future Times meer a Reſurre#iom, Not Philo- 
fophy alone, bur Holy. Wrig alſo aſſures us ——

_ Hence jt 15, I rather Honour, than Diſaain the painful Pla- 
dy fer his Laboriouws, though (to this Age) Novel way of 
Aſtrology. And, though ic appear ro me (as unto many 
others) nor only a high-ſtrain'd Conceit, bur allo both Truth- 
lefs and Uſeleſs : Yer, as we covert and allow of Freedom in 


all Philoſophical and Aſtrological Enquiries , (Railing, Malice - 


and Il] Manners fer a-parr.) So I cannot bur wilh ſuch Hap- 
pineſs ro attend on his Pains and Memory, that: this his Way 
mighr hold true univerſally, as by ſome of his Diſciples 1s con- 
fidently pretended. Though I am morally aflur'd ic never 
w11. 

Albeir, the worthy Endeayours of a Learned and Modeſt Man 
are to be valued, becauſe he does his beft. Bur, as for ſome 
who pretend to follow Placidus, that with Confidence, and 
without Reaſon, have railed upon Regiomontanus, Argol, &c, 
and impudenily laugh*d at their moſt worthy Labovrs, and 
vauntingly Lorded it over them , with an Exceſs of Inſolence, 
Pride, and Scory, Such, I fay, are highly deſerving a ſevere 
Reprehenſion ( at leaft ) from all worthy Aftrologers, if nor 
Conrempr. 

Oh ! that the Learned Placidus had befriended us with his 
own Gentture, (in the room of bringing a Diſproof againſt Ar- 
gel) as did the Learned Schoner, Cardan, Naybode, Morine, &c. 
it being poſſible for us thereby to have much better under- 
ſtood him, than by his Phyſromathematical Familjarities. 

I freely and moſt readily concede,there may be ſome probable 
Truth in ſome part of his ſpectous Do{rine, | And it is a Pale and 
Sickly Theory in carneſt, that hath nothing of Verity ro commerd 
it.] Bur you muſt know, He doth nor in all things ftridly 
follow Ptolew'y. Or, ſuppoſe he had ſo done : Whar then? 


Was All Aſtrology buried with Prolemy ? As Mr. Will, Lilly onee, 
| as

as juſtly as wirtily interrogated, God forbid / Whar ? muſt wc 
preſently, upon ſuch a Suppoſition. reje& as wholly uſcleſs, 2

commend ic ? Thus tro AR, wou!d ſhew us co ſtand greatly 1n 
need of Hel/ebore, and a dark Room, 

When the Familiarities of the witty Placidus have paſs'd 
the Fire-Ordeal, avd ſri Examen of che Critical World with 
as good Succeſs, and as long Approbation as the unparalleld La- 
bours of Regiomontanus, Argol, &c. Perhaps then we may find 
ſome Reaſon ro embrace them, yer nor preferr chem betore all 
others. There is room enough 1n the World co enterrain ſeve- 
ral ſeeming Truths in one-and the ſame Art, wichour (uttering 
+ them to interfere, or juſtle one another. *I 1s Tzme alone 
which makes known the Worth or Wealn?ſs of al' Humane Diſco- 
vertes, Wherefore, 1 would have the Followers of this Inge- 
nous Aurhor ro remember this cerrain Axrom, 


O!a Trurhs, Old Roads, cannot be ſoon wern out, 


And, 1 will become their Monitor a little further, ro let them 
know, That Grinning and Bad Words nevet wound Truth, ror 
yet begers them Converts. For Laughter 15 the Fool's A-tillery : 
and I7 Language is the cnly paſſable $tcrl;rg- Corn ar Beiins-gate. 
The Voice of Truth 1s, —— 


Come, let #4 Reaſon together. 

The Learned Mr. Boile ſays worthily, and Ike Himſelf, Cuz. 
as a Philoſopher and a Chriſtian, ) Toat only to tax a Man as gulity 
of Errour, u ro jay a pre At deal againſt Him. As indeed, it 15. But 
to rail upon Him, and give Him fcurrilous and provoking Lan- 
guage allo, 15 Brutifſh, and not becoming a Scholay, Ariift, ori n- 
deed, a Man, 

I nced nor rel] you, that all Aſtrologers do helieve che Prin- 
ciples of rhe Excellent Regiomontans, and Placidus, in ſundry 
reſpe&s do differ : hurt yer both of them pretend to derive 
from Ptolemy. — The former will have ir receiv'd as Truth, 
That Any of the Five Hylegiacals DireRed, or Artended Males 
fically, have Power to Period Life. — - And the Latter pre- 
(cinds from him, and ſays, There is bur One Giver of Life, (and 
yerallows of Five Hylegiacal Places,) and that alo.:e ro be di-- 

C 3 regionally 
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re&ionally concern'd in procuring Death. { Bur yer, his plea, 
fant Followers, endeavouring, as they think, to ſupport their 
Parrun, require whole Troops, or Trains of other DireRions to 
affiſt.] After all, I am nor afraid ro own my ſelf of Opinion 
with the Former. And, I think I have very good Reafon of 
my Side, and chat too, ſupported with no ſmall Experience. 
And, no Man's impudent Huffing and Swaggering, and rwitring 
me with [gnorance , (tho' he had got the Learned Browne's 
prating Mariner ro bear the Tenour in his Company ) ſhall 
inake me forſake rhe often-confirmed Method I have followed 
and ſound true in my long PraQtice of the Abftruſe , yer Noble 
Art of Aſtrology. 

Poſſibly I may have tried and proved, (nor Placidus fo much 
I confeſs, it being bur lately fince I firſt ſaw Him 3 bur) the 
Hwary Times of Ptolemy, and this long before our preſent 
nowie Placidian knew any thing of Art. Ard, I had alſo nor 
'vainly (1 hope) confider'd why Origanus, Argol, Mr. Twine, 
Mr Ain, Dr. Fisb, Mr. Lilly, Mr. Booker, Mr. Aſbmole, and 
ſurdry orher of my wor-hy Acquaintance, after a like Trial 
ehirreof deſerted ir, asa way Infirm, Vntrue, Uſeleſs. 

Bur, to come more home to the martrer in Queſtion 3; Do 
not all Learned Philoſophers and Phyſicians know, That Dy 
eaſes in every Bowel, or Pare of Humane Body, prove Mortal? 
And, rat ſomerimes the Cauſe of Death proceeds from Errors 
in the Spleen ; ar other times, ſprings from the Liver, Langs, 
Kineys, Gail, Bladder, Brain. 'ieart, &c. Now {cmblably here- 
un 0, May we not with gocd Reaſon conclude, There ought 
to be as diffrrent and varicus Stcllary Cauſes of Death ? Nor 
can ſuch Caeuſcs be united cr chain'd to One Hylegracal Pornt 
2/01e (unleſs by an Accident very unuſual) but AR treely, ac- 
cording to their poſited Power, and other Circumſtances at 
Picth. Nemwher can any One Diredion, of any Hylech wharſo- 
ever, be alwasarſwer'd with the ſure Effet; ſth ic may not 
b: conft4n:iy qualzfied or capacitated to Att che Part of an Arro- 
fus. In his clr, regard 1s co be had ro the general Conftt- 
tur10N of the Lich, As 1fir (hou'd be of Long Life, or of Bre- 
w''y, orof 2 Middle Nature, &c Alſo, conſideration 1s to be 
had to the Promittor;z as, he may hap to be a Friend, or Enemy, 
1m che Birth-Fizure, and in Good or Bad AſpeR of the Horoſcope, 
San, Mom, &c. Such Artilts as will allow of no Alleviation, 
1s caic of a dangerous Virecion, can have bur ſmall = 
leage 
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ledge in Arr, And, therefore have need ro ſupply the De- 
fet with Confidence, A mighty raking Verrue with ſome 
Men. 

And, yer it is pleaſant r9 ſee how theſe Placidians do play at 
Paſt and Looſe (and recriminate on others for the like Error 
when nor guilty.) One while the ſame Dire#ion ſhall always 
have the ſame Efſe# ; bur ar another, they'll tell you, That 
a DireJion , chough never ſo fatally enclin'd, cannot Kr; 
if the Body, good Aſpe, or Parallel of a Benevolene Planer 
be within three, four, or five Degrees thereof ; nay, ſome- 
times at a greater diſtance, - AS it a Perſon bloodily 
reſoly'd, could not run an honeſt Man thorow the Body, or 
knock him on the Head, chough two or three of h1s Friends were 
within fight of him. 

Conſidering the many ways there are in Humane Body to let out 
Life (fays a Learned Man) we are beholding to every Man we 
meet he dnth not till us. And it cannor by any ſhew of Rea- 
ſon follow, Thar becauſe a Deſparudo reſolurely refolv'd, with 
a Sword or Piſtol, &c. may ata publick Table Murther a Noble 
Dube of Buckingham, or any other; That therefore a wretched 
Felton cannot efte&t the ſame Horrid Fa with a Dagger or 
Steeletto under-board. Leſſer Djreftions will ar foine times 
take place of Greater ; nay, very ofren, though che Greater be 
near at hand: provided they are accompanied with proper 
Circumſtances. Alas! all Sranders-by at a Hrmicide are not 
Murtherers ; no, nor yet Acceſſaries. Some would willingly ſave 
a Man's Life, hut cannot for want uf Power : The Bleady Vallain 
1s oft too nimble for them. Moreover, there are ſeveral Cauſes 
of Death beſzdes Direions ;, as | have elſewhere manitetied. In 
ſome Nattvities there is no Hylech, ſaith the Great Hermyss. And, 
Hermes may be Crediced as (oon as Placidus, or Ptolemy cicher 3 
he being Superiozy ro both. Bur, this Subje@ is roo Great to 
be purſued in this Place, it will requice far larger room co breath 
in. 

Beſides, if a Nativity, anſwers not in all ReſpeRs; as thoſe 
Placidians would have it; then they ſay, */# falſe / Away with 
it! Here'e no eſtimate Time given. Thu+ one of chem hath late- 
ly dealt -by the Geniture of a Great Monarch: (The ime 
whereof, as a Learned Knight hath wich Juſtice afticm'd, to be 
approv'd for Truth by all Learned Men, ever tince he was 
born, ) And this, after he had been above a dyuzen Years in 
C 4 killing 
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killing of Him : ſomerimes che Argolzan way, and other rimes 
by that of Placidus ;, and ax leiigih he corally deſerts 1t tor a 
Falſe One, very much to Ins Placid/an Credic. 

Again, Theſe Men ſeem to allow. Japrier, Venus, Mercury, to 
be Hylechs, when the Sun, Moon, Hoveſcope, ani Part of fortune 
are our of rhe way. A courreous Induigence: Eur, doth Progr 
lemy (ſo, whom they precend ſtrifly to follow? Svch chings 
are eaſily aſcerted, but not io ſoon proved, Eur fhoulo we 
allow them rh's; Whar uic will they make of it? Mult rhey 
nor chen by the ſame Kuls, indulge Saturn and Mars the like 
Honour 1n cheir Turns ? And chen whar a mon$Strous Science will 
they render Aſtro/ogy ? When under pretence thief, they 
will, with Cacus, make 


CCandida de Nipris, (y de Candentibus aira._) 


the unfortunate Srars Friendly and Benefick ; and che fortunate 
Ones, envijouſly Lethiferousz as the Toy takes rhe in the 
Head. Whar 1s this, but ro transform the very Natwes of the 
Stars ? To rob» and de poil them of cher Native Verruz2s and 
Powers, and twrn the whole Courſe of Nature, as well as Art, 
upſide. down 

I cannot bur acknowledge that Aſtrology 1s capable of Im- 
provementr, ard allo ſtands in need of a thorough Correction; 
This Arr, as all other Humane Scicace, falling very thorr of 
PerfeQion. Avd this fertile Age wherein we jive, hach nor 
only produc'd us a pregnant Placians ro exercile our enquiring 
Wirs 3 but an IJneenious God/1m ailo, ro Keep us a little more 
enwploy*'d. A Man thar profefſ:s himleit nor ſatished wich rhe 
Fainiltarities of Placidusz ( I wonder how he ſhould ) and 
hath excopita:ed 4 New Mctiiod of Pratitce, whereby he under- 
rakcs to demonſtrire ro us Generh/tacal Verity, Which 1s by 
Dire&ion of the M:d-heauen and Horiſcope only, for Marriage 
anu Death. 

He direfts the Mid-h2avnto the Body or Beam of the Lord 
of che Seventh for Marriage; (provided it be the Firjt; 
and the Horoſcope to the Body or Bam of the Lord of the Sixth 
Angle tor Dearch Ar this Doctrine ſome are diſpleas'd, 

As for Mr. G9/ſon, I have ſeen him, tur have no Acquain- 
tance with him beyord his Book and Face : But yer, under cor- 
reQion of bercer Judgmencs, 1 humbly conceive, Thar b15 = 

at 
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Way or Method, may a juſtly claim an Aﬀenity to Truth, as that 
of the Ingenious Placidus. Boih of them are on their Trial; 
and have bid fair for the General Suffrage. And, a row'ring 
Placidian ſeems (nearly ) to juſtifie Mr. Godſon in his CorreRi- 
on of :{har Monarct's Genicure, by quoring of one Adriano, a 
Mathomatician of Pars, to prove thar his Birth was nor ar, or 
near Noot ; as the Learned Morrne, and others, have affirm'd 
ir; but rather about Four a Clock in rhe Morning. Such-like 
Differences will be reconciled arrhe Day of Judgment 3 or, as 
the Jewiſh Proverb hath ir, Cum Eltas winerir ſolvit Nodos. 
When Elias comes, he thall Vrie chele Knots, 

If this New Method ot Mr: Godſon's would bur abide the 
touch to all Intenrs, ir wovild much facilitate che Labours of 


' our Genethliacks, in their dubirtable Correttions of Genitures 3 


and, not Intrear, bur Command an Entertainment. For the 


Certajnry of tie 4rgles is the only atſpatable Point 1n Aﬀtrology. 


And Iam of Opinion it will ſo remain, non obſtante all Ingeni- 
ous End. avours uſed to correet and bring them to a Certainty. 
Alas! Time « tgo ſr:1ft of Foot for any Mortal ro keep an exa& 
pace with. The na17 ching that I have to object againſt jr, is, 
[har we muſt wait ſo Jong before we can arrive at any laudable 
Proviot 1ts Certainty, or want ot Verity, wiz. Either unril the 
Time of Marriage, or Day of Death. Knough to wear out a 
more thatr common Patzrence wr'h expettation of the Iſae, 
And, this is 4 Dowbhe | kearrly with were well removed. 

But, it Mr. Goaſon will bur make us amends in publiſh- 
Ing che Grounds, or Ruatmerts of tits Ins New Way, as he 
ſeems ro aflure us of, our patient ExpeRations wi!l be nor 
only che beicer Avntwer'd, bur he'll allo engage us his 
Devtrors. | 

| could wiſh thar Arrifls would make ic rheir Buſineſs to 
follow Nature, ( Arr betag only her Imitatrtx) and let Prin- 
capls precede the Pratlice or Improy?mert ot what they pre- 
tend to, Iu which we are oblig'd to rhe Learned Placidus, 
who, fotlowing rhis Rule, hath given us both ropether. And 
It i5 bur reaſora.;l- that all Writers ſhould do the hke. For when 
a Man's Pr attice precedes his Theory, che World js invaded with 
Surprize and Amujenient , and very often with an unwelcome 
Hiſteron Proteron. It their Grounds be found atid fecure, Men 
need not be aſham'd to ſnew Them. And, wen they corceal 
them till after the Vublication of their Fractice , it renders All 
-& they 
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they Print (wich thoughtful Men at leaſt) Doubtful, and liable 
To Sufpicion. For, Juſt and Laudable Principles never ſhun 
the Light, 

One thing further I obſerve theſe pleaſant Placidtans to 
1ofiſt upon with great Aſſurance 3 which nevertheleſs ſeems 
ro me crazte and 7nfirm : And chat is, touching rhe Power and 
Qualification of the Mvon for Hylech. They will not allow 
(no, not in any Caſe) of her being Xylech, or Giver of Life, 


if ſhe be poſired under the Earth : Bur, will chuſe racher to 


prefer an [maginary Point , or an Inferiour Planet before her. 
Whereas many very Learned Aſtrologers hold the Affirmative 
tn the Queſtion, as aſham'd She ſhould be excluded that 
Digmty, though under the Earth: As, Haly, Alcabitius, Mole- 
tus, Bonatur, Schoner, Ferrarias, Omar, and many more. And 
we know that Experience alſo confirms ir. Bur, in the ſup- 
Porting this Dofrine, (of the Truth whereof, Day unto Day 
adds freſh Proof, ) the Familiarities of the Ingenious Plactdus 
will be mightily ſhaken, 2nd perhaps the whole Frame}of his 
Aftrology (ar leaft fo far as it coticerns Genicures ) fall jn 
preces. 

And, pive me leave to add further, Thar the Sacred Vo- 
lume confirms this Lunar Planet to be Ruler of the Night : 
An Argument of no hrtle Weight in the preſent Caſe. I 
hope the Age is nor ſo much over-grown wich Atheiſm , bur 
that an Argument drawn from Scripture may go down with 
theſe Placidians; eſpecially if chey remember chat Plactdus was 
A Learned Divine, 


The Men Ruler of the Night / 


How doth ſhe rule ir, unleſs by her Influence upon No#urnal 
Births ? For, almoſt one half of rhe Math, by reaſon of her 
Propinquity to the Sur, ſhe ſhineth not ro us; and cannot 
'therefore Rule ic by her Light. *Tis evident therefore ic muſt 
tbe by her Influence. And all ingenious Artiſts know, or ar leaſt 
ſhould know, That the New Pt1/oſaphy reaches, that the Earth 
is Pervious, and therefore penetrable.:by Aftral Powers, And, it 
is nor to be deny'd by'any obſerving Men, bur that there are 
as many Notlurnal Births prove Vital, and of Longevity £00, 
.a5 Diurnal. The which could neyer be, had not the 72n an 


hyle» . | 
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Hlegiacal Privilege to preſerve Life , when poſited under the 
rth.. 
an: 'T cannot but deem ir very unreaſonable in any 
Placidian to amuſe us, and expeR ro bear us down with the 
rating Names of Parallels in Mundo, in Zodtaco, &c. or yet 
with the Rays, or Beame, of Imaginary Points that can never 
enit any: And this withour any charicable Demonſtration, or 
ſound Experience of their Effe&s. There is no Man that hath 
his Reaſon bur — inform'd, who will ſuffer himſelf 
to be charm'd wich conffdent Noiſe, and atery Flouriſhes, ro 
the Hugging of a Cloud for Juno; or to the Embracing of a 
Hyg for Venus, *Tis; not Words, but Subſtance, and 2 
well-approved Evidence by ſundry unqueftionable Genj- 
tures, that can caprivare us to their Prerences, Nor ſhall we 


' accept of a Gentlewoman's Nativity from Rolland, or yer of 


any others, withour a Name, &c. for any juſt Proof of the 
matterz becauſe we know the Privilege belonging to a Tra- 
veller. . 

We eſteem ir ſufficient for any Man on this fide Heaven 
to know, rhar the Scars have an innate Energy, and that they 
do Influence our Perſons, Aftions, and Paſſions, &c. mediarely 
by the Organs of the Body, And this they perform by 
their known Beams of Light, Aſpes, &c. ſo happily demon- 
ſtrated by Sacraboſce, Sir Chriffopher Heydon, Dr. Wilſon, and 
others nor a few. Bur as for the manner, #ow 2 notwithſtan« 
ding the Parallels and Famitarities of Placidus, &c. we muſt 
de content to remain in the Dark. ir ſufficcrh the 
Learned Phyfici.m ro know, That Khubarb purgech Choler, 
Agarich Flegm, Mechonacan Watry Humours, &c. but who is he 
that can truly inform us of che Modus Operandi? the Way 
dy which they effe& theſe Things. To crace this curj- 


'ous Lueftion as ir ought, (for I know "ris gueſs'd art by ma- 


by) might well become. the Pains and Search of a curious. 
Paracelſus, Cardan, Helmort, &e. and yer no Diſparagemenr 
to them, if they are forc'd ro return without an tuenyy.— 
No Man can bn1w the Works of God from the beginring to the 
end, ſaid the greateſt Aſtrologer that ever was 3 yea, a far 
wm than Placidus, or even the Grear Ptolemy him-

Our confidenc Placidians, I further obſerve, will ſome- 
times indulge the Medium Cx!t rhe Honour of being an Aylech, 
But vhen, ro ſhew us how conſiſtent they are wich themſelves, 
ar other times chey deprive it of that Prerogative; and, rather 


than fail, as their Mind ſerves them, they'll preferc a Pa | 


rallel before it; and add unto it a Phyſical Virtue, of which, 
they ſay, the other 1s deſiicure. And, is nor this a Convin- 
cing Proof of Placidian Certainty * As if one imaginary Point 
were void of influential Viriue, and anggger abound ed therewith. 
Who 1s he thar can reconcile cheſe RefMgnanrcics ? / 

Theſe are ſome of our Pl:cutans atcry Fancies, wich which 
they Leing pleas'd, are blown up co fuch a hejzhth of Syperbity, 
that they dare pronounce all ſuch 4r/:its Ignorant, (though they 
have the whole Stream of Antiquity with and for them) tt they 
refuſe to bow down aud Worſhip the Dagon whicn they have 
exalced : Although ic be evzdenr, they have not one fair and 
unqueſtionable Proof for their Supporr. 

And, for Placidus his prerend<d. Corre&ion ef Argol, were 
his faid CorreQions Fuſt, they are only his own Opinions, 
which are no Demonſtrations co me. Argol thinks himſclf in 
the Right, and Plaridas believes bimſelfſa; vet, is ſome Re- 
ſpeRs, bath may bein the wrong. Alas! they were bur Men; 
and we know Hamanum eſt errare, And, a'!chough Men haye 
no Patent to promore Error; yer (luch is the Prevalency of 
Humane Frailty ! ) they too Often invade the Franchiſes of Ve- 
rity. In which Practice, the Learred Plocidus, and ſome of 
his confident Followers, are Famous : As will yer further ap- 

car, 

E In Cardinal Urſin's Geniture, Arg:l ſays , Death proceeds 
from the Horoſcope ad & &f ; which Plactdus (oppoſing him) 
will have © ad Para. h in Mundo, to effect, Now & his 
place in that Scheme 1s very nearly true, aid well defends Ar- 
gol. Bur, how co help the witty Placidus | know not: 
For , ſhould | admic of tits Doftrine, which for the forme? 
and other Reaſons 1 cannot do, yet the Place of h is falſe near 
three whole Degrees : So that thereby his Mortal Parallel 1s 
wholly loft 

The like Exaneſs he entertains us with in the Geniture of 
Francis Gaz», Duke of Mantua; as alſo in his Eleventh and 
Twelfth Examples ; where h is alſo placed wrong three Degrees, 
as in the former, And the like Errour 15 obvious, not only in m 
c2 
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ral of his Twelve, bur alſo in moſt of his Thirty Genitures, by 
which he vainly labours co illuſtrate his Paralſels, An Examen 
of them cannot be here expeRed for want oft room. 

Now, how ſhall this Placidtan Way be juſtified as ro the 
Length of Life, when the Planers Flaces, from whom they draw 
| the Parailels of Death, are (o greatly diſtant from Truth? Bur, 
perhaps, ſome of his confidenc Diſciples may bring to-bis Re- 
lief a Train of Killing Dire&ions, which ſhall nor fail ro do the 

at. And, is not that another quaint Trick 2 As if one ſingle 
Bullet were nor ſufficient to deftroy a Man, bur Ca/2-(hot muſt al- 
ſo be uſed to diſpatch him. : 

Bur, leaving theſe uncertain Placidtan Corretons and Dire- 
fins, Exc. 1 doubt nor (by God's Afiiftance) but from any 
Genjture rruly given, to prove the Placidatan Way not only 
Inerfeft, bur wholly void of Truth and that of Regromont and 
Argl more ſound and firm, than any hicherro diſcover'd. And 
this ] have, in parc, already done (I will not juſtifie all) in 
my ColleFio Geniturarum , long fiance publiſhed. Which ſaid 
Book (though wercilefly mu'ilated by an enurous Placidian, &c.)

rend Childrey long fince urged ; and as I my felt have lately 
complained publickly for want of, ro One of the moſt Honoirrable 
Perſonages in this Kingdom, in my Aſtrological Sea-man lately 
publiſhed. This Science, like the Noble Art of Medicine, ſhould 
in Reaſori admic of an Emendation in ſome competent Space of 
Time.

Iv fer forth a New Diſpen/atory, My ſelf have known that 
Learned Body to have publiſhed two different ones.
